REMARKS 

By this amendment, claims 1 1 and 12 are added and claims 1-4, 6 and 7 are canceled. 
Therefore, on entering this amendment, claims 5-10 are all the claims pending in the application. 
Claim 9 has been rejected because of a minor informality. 

Claims 5-6 and 8-10 have been rejected xinder 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over admitted prior art and Doi et al, (6,720,761). 

Claim 7 has been indicated as being allowable if presented in an independent form 

For a speedier prosecution of the case, the Applicants amend independent claims 5 and 
10 to include limitations from the presently allowable claim 7 (including limitations from 
intervening claim 6). Accordingly claims 6 and 7 have been deleted. Therefore, pending claims 
5, 8-10 are beUeved to be allowable. 

New claims 1 1 and 12 depend from claim 9 and are allowable at least for the same 
reasons.
